The Fakir family’s 
contribution in historical terms in 
the successful forty years of rule of 
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the Maharaja also comes to light in 
this piece of writing. 

Another of our highly 
qualified and an established writer, 
Professor Dr. Jasbir Kaur of the 
Punjabi Development Department, 
Punjabi University, Patiala, has 
contributed a_ scholarly article 
entitled, “Guru Arjan Dev Ji, Jiwan 
Bani Tey Shakhsiat’. It very aptly 
describes pious life of the Guru Ji, 
his sacrifices for humanity while 
denoting his life as the best 
example for the Sikhs of any time 
and any place.

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THE REAL RANJIT SINTH 


"The Real Ranjit Singh” is the title 
of a book published by Lion Art 
Press, Karachi in May 1965 (1* 
edition) written by a Pakistani 
historian, Syed Fakeer 
Waheeduddin, the great grandson 
of Fakeer Azizuddin, Maharaja's 
Foreign Minister, brings out the 
secular character of the Maharaj a 
giving very intimate facts based on 
family records and archives. It is a 
personal account of Maharaja's rule 
of justice, his secular politics, his 
conquests and empire building. 
The Maharaja never sat upon a 
throne but held his durbar sitting 
cross-legged on a chair. He never 
added any royal emblem to his 
turban or attire. He used to tell his 
courtiers, "I am a peasant and a 
soldier, and do not care for 
external pomp. My sword is 
enough to win for me all the 
distinction I need". He treated his 
subjects equally, without 
distinction of caste or creed. He 
had respect and befriended Fakir 
family, which would serve him 
truly and well as a_ spiritual 
guardian of the new _ state. 
According to the book the 
Maharaja is fondly remembered by 
one and all, not only by people 
who once lived there but also by 
those who still reside there. 

He had a keen sense of delight in 
beauty, colour and gaiety in his 
surroundings. His courtiers, 
councilors and military officers 
were among the best-looking and 
most magnificently dressed men of 
their time. It is doubtful if any 
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contemporary court in Europe 
possessed such a grandeur as the 
court of Sarkar-i-Khalsa in Lahore. 
Fakir Azizuddin attributed Ranjit 
Singh's lack of interest in his looks 
and dress to an utter lack of 
personal vanity and humble 
acceptance of a _ disadvantage 
which it had pleased God to inflict 
on him. He had a deeply pitted 
face, a blind eye and a diminutive 
figure and he wasted no time or 
money on trying to improve it. 
Fakir Azizuddin also endorses the 
well-known exchange of remarks 
between Ranjit Singh and Akali 
Phula Singh, the Nihang Chief and 
Jathedar of Akal Takhat. One day, 
while the Maharaja was passing 
under Phula Singh's balcony riding 
on an elephant, the Jathedar 
shouted down at him, "O you one- 
eyed man, who gave you that he- 
buffalo to ride on?" Ranj it Singh 
looked up and said with mock 
humility, "Your Honour, it is a gift 
from you." Akali Phula Singh 
represented Khalsa Sarkar and 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh considered 
himself a humble servant (sevadar) 
only. 

Fakir Nuruddin, the Home 
Minister, was also in charge of 
Maharaja's palaces and the harem. 
Ranjit Singh's favourite queen, 
however, was Moran, a dancing 
girl of Amritsar, with whom he fell 
violently in love at first sight when 
he was just twenty-two. Ranjit 
Singh accepted all the conditions 
of Moran's father to marry her as 
per custom of the courtesan's 
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family. After this marriage, Akali 
Phula Singh reprimanded Maharaj 
a Ranj it Singh and he presented 
himself at the Akal Takhat to 
receive the ‘tankhah' (religious 
punishment) imposed by the 
Jathedar, by baring his back to 
receive the lashes. 

Even during his conquests he was 
regarded more as a liberator than a 
conqueror as at Peshawar, Multan 
or Kashmir. Wherever the soldiers 
of Ranjit Singh went they were 
treated as friends, not foes. 
Maharaja's standing orders to his 
armies were that during their 
movement, no religious place, no 
religious book, no place of 
learning, no standing crop was to 
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be destroyed and no woman 
dishonoured. 

Capital punishment was abolished. 
"Never was so large an empire 
built with so little criminality", 
says Princep. The Maharaja is not 
known to have taken anybody's life 
although his own life was 
attempted at more than once. His 
special care for the 'Kisan' (farmer) 
and the 'Jawan' (soldier) made Punj 
ab a very liveable place. The result 
was that people from Delhi, UP 
and Rajasthan came and settled in 
Punjab. George Keene, a very keen 
observer of the Punj ab scene, 
states: "In hundreds and in 
thousands the orderly crowds 
stream on. Not a bough is broken 
| 
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of a wayside tree, not a rude 
remark to a woman". 

Writing sixty years after the 
Maharaj a's death, Griffin said: 
"His name is a household word in 
the province. His portrait is 
preserved in the castle and in the 
cottage alike." Jacquemont, the 
French botanist who came from 
Paris to Punj ab in search of roses 
and who met the Maharaj a, said, 
"His conversation is a nightmare. 
He passes from one subj ect to 
another with the speed of a 
tornado. He remembers by heart 
the names of all the villages of his 
empire, the village heads, the cash 
crops, the flora and the fauna." He 
was a modern mind unfettered by 
nationalities, religion and faiths, an 
internationalist who looked much 
beyond his frontiers. 

The French visitor called Ranjit 
Singh "the first inquisitive Indian" 
who completely identified himself 
with the joys and sorrows of his 
people, magnanimous to the fallen 
foe and generous to the injured and 
the insulted. Ranjit Singh was the 
last Indian king in whose reign the 
common man felt real freedom. 
The repartee and the freedom of 
speech that existed in the court of 
Maharaj a Ranjit Singh could be 
the envy of any parliamentary 
forum. Maharaja Ranjit Singh was 
one of those rare rulers who 
remained humane even on the 
battlefield. He possessed an 
informal yet a disciplined mind, 
with a hilarious yet an equable 
temperament, humorous yet not 
given to levity. 
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A son of the soil, his humour was 
an integral part of the Punj abi 
character. Like all Punjabis he 
loved the banter and burlesque, yet 
suffered no fools. When _ his 
Muslim wife formerly a courtesan, 
asked him where he was when the 
God Almighty was distributing 
beauty, the Maharaj a twinkled his 
only eye and said: "I had gone in 
search of a kingdom." During his 
40-year rule there was not a single 
communal riot in his kingdom, no 
forced conversion, no second-class 
citizenry, no disrespect to a shrine 
or a mosque. 

On the other hand he donated 
several mounds of gold for the 
Vishwanath Temple at Benares and 
Saraswati Mandir at Kurukshetra. 
He gave liberal grants to mosques 
and the Madarsas (Muslim 
schools). He was a far-sighted man 
who made many Punj abis learn 
English. He established the first 
printing press in Gurmukhi (Punj 
abi language script) at Lahore. He 
respected talent and asked the 
Punjabi traders to go abroad and 
trade with other nations. He thus 
freed Punj ab from the slavery of 
eight centuries, brought peace and 
prosperity to the land of five rivers. 
The ravaged fields smiled once 
again, Punjab once again became 
the cherished "golden sparrow". 
The Indian Prince of Hyderabad, 
the Nizam, extended his hand of 
friendship to him and _ sent 
enormous gifts. The Kings of 
Nepal, Burma, the Czar of Russia 
and the Emperor of France wanted 
their embassies to be established at 
Lahore. 
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The Sikh community arrived in 
Pakistan on 12" of April to 
celebrate the Vesakhi festival and 
was taken directly to 
GurdwaraPanja Sahib, Hassan 
Abdal by train. It had been the 
most important and _ traditional 
place for Sikhi to celebrate the 
Vesakhi at this particular shrine. 
After taking part in religious rites 
for three days, the Sikhs arrived at 
Nankana Sahib and then reached 
Lahore. During their stay in 
Lahore,Dyal Singh Research & 
Cultural Forum, in accordance 
with its past tradition, arranged an 
International Seminar beside a TV 
Talk and publication of the special 
number of Quarterly Punjab dey 
Rang. A _ brief report on 
Programme is given below:

Governor Punjab welcomed by Director DSRCF, Chairman ETPB and Pardhan PSGPC 
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Sikhs Protest against India in Memory of Sikh 
Massacres 1984 


It was on the 6 June 1984 that the 
Indian Government had culminated 
the most brutal act against Sikhs, 
one of the minority communities in 
their own country. Their most 
venerated Shrine of Darbar Sahib 
and the supreme temporal 
authority, Sri Akal Takht were 
destroyed by their own Indian 
army. Code-named Operation Blue 
Star it was an Indian military 
operation, ordered by then Prime 
Minister of India, Indira Gandhi. 
The operation was carried out by 
Indian army troops with tanks, 
artillery, helicopters and armoured 
vehicles causing martyrdom of 
thousands of Sikhs including old, 
children and women, who had 
gathered at their holiest Shrine on 
the Martydom Anniversary of their 
fifth Guru, Guru ArjanDevJi. 
Among the martyred was also 
SantJarnail Singh Bhindranwale, 
one of their great heroes. 

To commemorate the Day and 


record their protest as also 
condemning the Indian 
Government and their Justice 
system, the Sikhs all over the 


world take out protest rallies and 
marches. Sikhs community from 
all over Pakistan also held protests 
at many places but the major 
among them was in front of 
GurdwaraDera Sahib, Lahore with 
multiple types of banners and 
streamers not only on the road side 
of Gurdwara but also inside of the 
Gurdwara. These banners and 
streamers presented the sentiments 
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of the Sikhs of Pakistan demanding 
of the Indian government and the 
whole world at large to give them 
justice still denied even after 33 
years. 

The protest march was 
followed by an assembly of the 
mourning Sikhs, who being more 
than two hundred in numbers, 
including men, women and 
students were also reminded of the 
heinous act of 1984 with tableau of 
Sikh children from Nankana Sahib. 
Actually this Tableau was 
presented and prepared by the 
child students of Guru Nanak Dev 
High School, Nankana Sahib. The 
theme of tableau revolved around 
the bloody events of Operation 
Blue Star. The tableau was played 
for about 60 minutes and was 
immensely appreciated by the 
audience. Some News channels 
recorded it completely. Everyone 
was stunned on the performance of 
Kids.The National media were also 
present there for the coverage of 
the Event. 

The gist of the speeches 
delivered on this 33" anniversary 
of the mournful day is given 
hereunder:- 


Sardar Gopal Singh Chawla 


(Secretary PSGPC): He said that 
they had gathered here _ to 


commemorate 33™ anniversary of 
the day of 6 June 1984, the worst 
of the Sakas in Sikh history. After 
6 June 1984, everyday is 6 June. 
He personally thanked all the Sikh 
Sangat and especially Janam 
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Singh, who organized 6 June 1984 
child tableau. We can never forget 
1984. Sri Akal Takht was reduced 
to debris when Indian tanks 
attacked it. SantJarnail Singh 
Bhindrawalahad only 155 men 
while Indian Army descended on 
Akal Takht with thousands of 
commandos. Most terrible and 
heinous aspect of this attack was 
that many of the thousandsdid not 
die due to army attack but they 
died due to hunger and thrust as 
they were holed inside the 
premises of the Shrine. He wanted 
to ask from United Nations 
whether they worked only for 
Hindus, Jews or Americans only. 
Why UN not took any action 
against India. Why they did not 
support us on Sikh Genocide 1984. 
Imran Khan _ personally liked 
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Sardar Swarn Singh, who was 
killed in religious hatred by a 
Hindu in Khyber Pakthunkhwa. 
Once Imran was asked why he 
liked only Sardar Swarn Singh on 
in the whole of KP assembly? He 
answered that they were a 
community who consisted of only 
2% but they reigned over the 
region for 40 40 years. Even a 
large Army could never face the 
500 Sikhs if they are true follower 
of Guru Ji. The best example is of 
the 1984 Sikh holocaust when only 
155 Guru-followers killed 9,000 of 
Indian Army men. We would never 
ever forget this bloody event. 


Sardar Ranjeet Singh (Granthi 


Gurdwara Dera Sahib): 
He referred Guru ArjunDevJi as 


the first martyred-Guru of Sikhi 
Panth. Guru Teg and all four little

He said 
that he saluted all the martyrs of 
1984 Sikh genocide whose 
sacrificesgave life not only to 
Sikhs but the whole humanity. 
May Guru Dev accept your 
presence here and bless you all 


Sardar Balwant Singh (Granthi,

1984 is the worst example of 
killing the human being in history 
of Sikhs. Infact, this attack was not 
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on a building, but it was on Sikhs’ 
heart and soul. Beant Singh and 
Satwant Singh took revenge of the 
desecration of Sri Darbar Sahib.

The thing is that if they had 
come to catch one man why they

We have today gathered on Guru 
ArjunDev’s martyr place to 
observe the day of our hero 
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SantJarnail Singh Bhindrawale. 
This incident happened in 1984 
when Indian army descended on 
our most holy place Akal Takht. I 
could not express all the story but 
would share my thoughts with 
you.SantJarnail Singh 
Bhindranwale sacrificed his life for 
sake of Sikhi. He was the person 
who gave us separate identity and 
demand for Khalistan. He said that 
this was a reality that Sikhswere 
not Hindus. I have not come here 
to disgrace the Hindu religion. But 
it is the need of the hour that we 
were recognized as a_ separate 
entity. we understand that we are 
followers of Nanakshahi calendar 
not a Bikrami Calendar. If we want 
to break the — slavery’ of 
Brahmanwad we need to follow 
strictly the Nanakshahi calendar. In 
Delhi, we are all witness of the 
case of cutting-off the Kais of Sikh 
child. This is really shameful act 
by Indian government that they did 
not take any strict action against 
culprits. Even they pressurized the 
parents of Sikh child to record their 
statement that the child cut-off his 
Kais on his own will. Our wrath 
against Indian government is still 
alive until unless they gave us our 
rights. UNO must take initiative to 
give us our rights from Brahman 
government. Khalistan is only 
hope for our safe haven. We must 
stand united to get Khalistan from 
India.

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178" Death Anniversary of Maharaja Ranjit Singh 


Maharaja Ranjit Singh, the 
founder of the Sikh Empire came 
to power in the around the turn of 
the 18" century and ruled from 
1799 to 1849. His father, Maha 
Singh was the Commander of the 
SukerchakiaMisl. Ranjit Singh 
followed in his courageous father’s 
footsteps to become an even 
greater leader. He was born at a 
time when much of Punjab was 
ruled by the Sikhs under a 
Confederate Sarbat Khalsa system 
and the territory was divided 
among factions known as misls. He 
gathered a force of 10,000 to 
12,000 horsemen and after taking 
the power into his hands eventually 
conquered the region of central 
Punjab from the Sutlej to the 
Jhelum, vastly expanded his 
territory and founded the Sikh 
Empire on the whole of Kashmir 
and to the borders of Afghanistan. 
Because of his bravery and 
courage he earned the title of 
"Sher-e-Punjab" (The Lion of 
Punjab). 

He died in 1849 of natural 
causes and left behind a_ vast 
empire, which none of his 
successors was able to hold. 

Barsi Programme 


On the occasion of 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh’s 178" 
Death Anniversary the Sikh 


Yatrees from India could not make 
it to Pakistan because of the 
hurdles created by their 
governments. However, the 
ceremonies went on and the Bhog 
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Ceremony of Akhand Path was 
arranged on 29" June 2017.

The protesters 
while carrying placards and 
banners raised slogan against 
Modi-led Indian government. 
Sardar Tara Singh, 
Pardhan PSGPC, said that refusing 
entry to Indian Sikh yatrees from 
visiting Pakistan by the Indian 
authorities was also in violation of 
United Nations' (UN) Charter as 
well as against all bilateral 
agreements between India and 
Pakistan. We would raise this issue 
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at all world “forums, including 
Common wealth countries, 


Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) countries and 
Organization of Islamic 
Cooperation (OIC), etc., and would 
also request world bodies to take 
notice of India’s shameful acts 
towards its minorities, He 
requested Pakistan’s foreign office 
to take up this issue with world 
community to expose Modi-led 
Indian government policies against 
Sikhs and Muslims. 


Secretary General PSGPC 
said that the Indian government 
wanted to divide Sikh community 
through such policies, which the 
entire Sikh community would not 
allow to happen. He vowed to 
continue their protest against India 
at Wagah Border and in Islamabad 
in coming days. He further said 
that Pakistan was taking exemplary 
steps to facilitate Sikh community 
particularly those coming from the 
neighbouring country whereas 
India was creating hurdles for them 
from visiting their sacred religious 
places located in Pakistan. 
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
